REPORT OF THE ROYAL COMMISSION’ ON 
THE DEPRESSION OF TRADE. 


The Peculiar Conclusions Reached by the 
Cémmission — Iddesleigh and Churchill— 
Emperor William on the Defeat of the 
Army Bill—A Fatal Fire—Gen. Boulanger’s 
OrderEarthqtake in France — Violent 
Snowstorms in Scotland—The Stanley Ex- 
pedition— Foreign News. 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

London, January 17.—The report of the 
Royal Commission on the depression of trade 
appears this morning. The commissioners 
are by no means of one mind. They have 
issued three separate reports. With the ex- 
ception of one report, signed by the so-ealled 
fair traders, the dissentient reports 
are not important, the signérs ot 
them considering that the majority 
bas taken too favorable a view 
of the case. The conclusions reached are 
somewhat peculiar. It istrue, the commis- 
sioners say, that there has been depression of 
trade, but this is nota National calamity, in- 
asmuch asthe Nation has been the gainer, 
while special trades and industries have suf- 
fered. Furthermore, trade depression, it is 
shown by different kinds of statistics, exists 
not so much among the laboring, poorer 
classes as among the capitalists. 

THE CAUSES 
which have contributed to bring about the 
depression, as set forth by the witnesses, are 
thus summarized: 

1. Over-production. 

2. The Continuous fall of prices caused by 
appreciation of the standard of value. 

8. The effect of foreign tariffs, bounties and 
the restrictive commercial policy of foreign 
countries in limiting our markets. 

4. Foreign competition, which we are de- 
ginning to feel, both in our own and neutral 
markets. 

5. Increase in local taxation and burdens on 
industry generally. 

6. Cheaper rates of carriage énjoyed by our 
foreign competitors. 

7. Legisiation affecting the employment of 
labor in industrial undertakings. 

8. Superior technical education of workmen 
in foreign countries. 

THE CRISIS 
has been unusually prolonged and has affect. 
ed some trades and industries much more 
severely than others. 

Agriculture has been the chief sufferer. 
Textile manufactures of all kinds come next 
on the list, but it does not appear that there 
has been any falling off in the volume of our 
foreign trade in the amouat of 
capital engaged in it, in the accu- 
mulation of capital throughout the country, 
generally, or in the aggregate commodities 
produced for home and foreign consumption. 
The complaint has been rather of excessive 
production. In many departments producers 
have been forced, in consequence, to submit 
to lower prices and lower profits. 

The chief features of the commercial 
tion are thus summed up: 

A. A very serious falling off in the exchange: | 
able value of produce of the soil. 

B. Increased production in nearly all other 
classes of commodities. 

©. Atendency in the supply of commodities 
to outrun the demand. 

D. Consequent diminution in profit obtaina- 
ble by production. 

E. Asimilar diminution in the rate of inter- 
est on invested capital.

ARMOUR’S FIGHT.

Garey’s case came before the union at once 
and he was fihed Foo, which he has refused to 
pay, atthe same time declining to appear and 
defend himself. The bricklayers were then 
called off ali the bulldings in whose construc- 
tion Mr. Armour was interested except the 
Armour Mission, which the union excepted on 
ace unt ofits character. Since theu a number 
of bricklayers—just how many is in question— 
have been imported from the country and put 
to work at ten hours. These men are kept 
seciuded, and all efforts of the union to reach 
them to oall them off the jobs have proved 
fruitiess. The walking delegate who made 
the final attempt was arrested and taken 
to the town hall, but was immediately re- 
leased, as no charge would bold against him 
for merely being in the building. As the 
union has withdrawn from the Trades Assem- 
bly, no — can be gained from that source, 
and the union finds itself powerless thus far. 
‘‘Armour’s action means simply that he is 
beginning the fhght against eight hours to help 
the contractors, who dare not do it them- 
selves,’’ saida member of the union to-day. 
lle is going to import enough men here on 
his work to give the contractors a force with 
which to start the war upon the union again 
and try to beat us out of our eight hours.’’

So far as the 
‘*novel’’ side was concerned, he facetiously 
remarked that some sermons are very novel. 

FUTURE PROBATION.

THE DUTY OF THE COURT. 

The revelations of the PostT-DISPATCH 
showing up the election frauds in St.Louis 
have only begun, but they have gone far 
enough to indicate the extent and mons- 
trosity of the crimes which disgraced the 
last election in this city, and which throw 
their black shadow over the preceding 
election. 

The crimes include forgery, perjury, 
repeating, the impersonation of dead men 
and straw voters, the proscription of legal 
voters, the stuffing of ballot-boxes, false 
counting, false returns, and every form of 
iniquity and rascality known to the gang 
of habitual criminals, who have success- 
fully carried on their nefarious business 
in St. Louis. por 

Yet when the existence of such crimes 
has been demonstrated beyond question, 
we hear reputable newspapers expressing 
the opinion that the State Grand-jury 
should take no notice of them; that the 
Prosecuting Attorney should confine his 
attention to the ‘‘jail cases“ of small 
thieves, and that the Judge cannot try 
these election cases because he was elected 
at the election when these crimes were 
committed.

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OLEOMARGARINE LAW. 

When our statute prohibiting the manu- 
facture, sale or keeping for sale of oleo- 
margarine was enacted, it had been dem- 
onstrated that no less sweeping law would 
protect the people from the frauds and 
the hurtful compounds which made up a 
large part of the oleomargarine trade. As 
no, State law could regulate interstate 
commerce, the bogus-butter trade could 
easily evade any State law which stopped 
short of prohibiting the manufacture or 
sale of the article. 

But the new United States law subject- 
ing the manufacture and sale of substi- 
tutes for butter to the close supervision of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, and mak 
ing ample provision against fraud in the 
traffic and against the sale of unwhole- 
some Compounds, has entirely changed the 
situation. The reason for utterly prohib- 
iting the traffic is removed, and our law 
now operates only to deprive our citizens 
of the benefits of an honest, open, well- 
regulated trade in a cheap and wholesome 
article of food, carefully inspected by 
United States officers and sold for what 
it is. 

Under the guarantees afforded by the 
new regulation a great many are inclined 
to use the article on account of its cheap- 
ness as compared with the best butter and

The bili to which 
we have already referred increases the limit 
of the liability in case of death to §$10,- 
000, and provides that where compenga- 
tion has been made for injuries the fact 
may be pleaded in —— of damages, but 
cannot be pleaded as a bar to further claim in 
case of death. Even this bill does not fully 
cover the subject. There is no more reason 
for a limit to damages in case of death than in 
the case of injuries. The loss to the parties 
in interest may vary as much in one instance 
asintheother. What is most needed, how- 
ever, is a law throwing the burden of proof 
upon any corporation pleading in case of 
actual injury that its employes and agents 
were guilty of no negligence.’

THE SUDDEN DEMISE OF GEN. HAZEN, 
CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER. 


The Sad Event a Surprise in Military and 
Naval Circles—The General’s llness~ 
Fatal Exposure at the Logan Obsequies— 
Career of the Dead Soldier—Gen. Hazen’s 
Exposure of the Howgate Frauds.

WASHINGTON, January 17.—A sensation was 
created in army and social circles last evening 
by the news of the sudden and unexpected 
death, at 8 o’clock, of Brig.-Gen. Wm. B. 
Hazen, the Chief Signal Officer of the army. 
His illness became serious only yesterday 
morning. He was atthe President’s reception 
Thursday evening and appeared at that time to 
be in good health. He caught then a severe cold. 
The cold resulted ina congestion of the kid- 
neys. He has been troubled some time with a 
complication of Bright's disease and diabetes. 
There were nd outward indications of his not 
being in good health. About six weeks ago 
there was some talk of his retiring permanently 
from the Signal Service Bureau on account of 
his health. He did retire temporarily, but 
improved 80 rapidly that he felt confident that 
he could regain‘his health. His condition has 
never been consigered serious. About the lst 
of December last his house on K street was 
given up by him. His wifeand family then 
went to Europe and are now in Franee. Mrs. 
Hazen was notified by cable last evening. The 
General took quarters at a private lodging- 
house at 1307 F street, where he died. He un- 
duly exposed himself at the Logan funeral 
without any apparent ill-effects. He was one 
of the few who went out in the driving rain 
and sleet to the cemetery, where he stood 
about in the slush with head uncovered during 
the final ceremonies at the tomb. 
OFFICIAL INFORMATION. 
Information of Gen. Hazen’s death was con- 
veyed immediately by Col. Huntington and 
Capt. Greely to the Secretary of War who 
communicated the sad intelligence to the 
President. The General of the Army, who was 
advised of the death by telegraph, will be 
conferred with by Capt. Greely in behalf of 
Gen. Hazen’s family, as to the military honors 
to be paid the deceased. Owing to the delicate 
condition of Mr. MeLean's health, the fu- 
neral will take place from St. John’s Church. 
There were present at thetime of his death 
Mrs. Washington McLean, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bugher (the latter his wife’s sister), Capt. 
Greely, who had been with him daring the 
entire day, Lieut. Thompson and Drs. Hunt- 
ington, Harvey and Lincoln. The remains 
were taken in charge by Lieut. Thompson, an 


officer of Gen. Hazen’s old regiment. 
BIOGRAPHY. 

Gen. Hazen was born in West Hartford, Vt., 
September 27, 1880. His parents removed to 
Odlo in 1888. He was tall, broad-shouldered, 
with a round, well-developed figure. His 
features were regular, his color fresh, like 
that of aman who enjoyed good health. His 
forehead was broad and high; his eyes a clear 
gray; his nose was straight. The lower part 
of his face was ornamented with a flowing 
brown mustache and imperial. Gen. Hazen 
was noted for his aggressiveness. He never 
appeared to be happier than when engaged in 
a personal controversy. His fight with Gen. 
Stanley is one of the most noted 
chapters of his military career. 
charged him with cowardice 
battle of Shiloh, claiming that he deserted his 
command in the face of the enemy. Gen. 
Hazen disproved these charges. He was sent 
asthe representative ofthe War Department 
to Europe during the Russo-Turkish war, be- 
ing atthat time attached to our embassy at 
Vienna. On account of the revival of the 
Stanley scandal against him, he was recalled, 
His record as a soldier was considered by the 
best men in the army to be good, but his 
fondness for personal controversies has kept 
him in constant hot water for many years. 

He has had a number of contests with vari- 
ous Secretaries of War. He had a quarrel 
with Secretary of War Lincoln, over the man- 
agementofthe Signal Service Bureau. Lin- 
coln tried to get the bureau put 
out of the army 80 as to 
take Hazen with it. But Hazen 
defeated him. Lincoln also ES upon 
Hazen the responsibility for the lure of the 
Greely Arctic expedition. Hazen was tried by 
court-martial, upon questions growing out of 
this 7 and was acquitted. His 
most noted service to the Government was his 
exposure of the Howgate fraudsin the Signal 
Service Bureau. Gen. Hazen’s predecessor in 
command of this bureau was Gen. Myers, a 
very honest, upright, incompetent and ab- 
sent-minded officer. He left the affairs of the 
bureau in the hands of his subordinates, and 
through this carelessness Lieut. Howgate be- 
came the virtual chief of the Signal Service. 

THE HOWGATE FRAUDS. 

Capt. Howgate originated the plan of an ex- 
—— to the North Pole, through the estab- 

ishment of stations. With this hobby in hand, 
he disbursed enormous sums forthe carrying 
out of his idea and for the entertainment of 
his friends. Capt. Howgate built a yacht with 
the Signal Service funds inthe very yard of 
the bureau without attracting the attention of 
Gen. Myers. Mr. — had two families 
und two separate establishments at Washing- 
ton. His defalcations ran up over $30,000. 
It never was known just how much money 
he had taken from the Signal Service 
funds for his private entertainment. He was 
involved with so many officials that they con- 
nived at his escape after he was arrested. 
Gen. Hazen was very energetic in expusing 
this fraud after he assumed charge of the 
office, and he was very active in pushing for- 
ward Howgate’s punishment. Howgate 
escaped, and although he has been heard of 
at different times throughout the country, he 
has never been captured. There has been no 
real effort ever made to get him except by Mr. 
Lincoln when he was Seere of War. 

Gen. Hazen ia a cousin of Mrs. R. B. Hayes 
and a brother-in-law of John R. McLe 
editor of the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
was the daughter of Washington McLe 
was appointed a cadet at West Point from 
Ohio, on September 1, 1851. He saw arduous 
service in the Indian campaign until the late 
war, when, in May, 1861, he was appointed 
Captain of the Eighth Infantry. He was then 
made Colonel of the Forty: first Ohio Infantry 
United States Volunteers. He was mad 
Brigadier-General November 29, 1862, breveted 
Major-General, and commissioned December 
1 . He was given the brevet of Major- 
General in the regular army Match 13, , and 

wen the command of the Thirty-eighth In- 

antry, with the rank and grade of Colonel, 
July 28, 1866. He was transferred to the Sixth 
Infantry, Maroh 15, 1869. He was made Chief 
Signal Officer, with the rank of Srigadier. 
General, December 5, 1880, Which ion he 
has held ever since 
A NOTABLE CAREER. 

His career during the war was a notable 
one. He took command of the Nineteenth 
Brigade, Army of the Ohio, at the battle of 
Pitteburg Landing. The services of his 
in the battle of stone River were entre 
valuable. In September, 1865, he took 
the battle of Ohickamaugd under n. 
Thomas, where he fought with great galiant- 
ry, and where his brigade was the last — 
zed command to leave the field.

There is noth- 
ing except blue coats and the fact that two 
Southern girls marry two Northern men very 
soon after the war to arouse the ire of moss 
back Southerners.

The war is only the background for the lov 
story and furnishes the éxciting incidents an 
climaxes.

It is skilfully cofstructed 
with the mechanism sticking out here an 
there but not glaringly, with several incongrui 
ties and artificial situations, but alto- 
gether interesting and entertaining. Tha 
attention of the audience is not 
allowed to flag from the beginning 
tothe end. One incident follows another in 

rompt and spirited succession and the cur- 

in falls on well wrought climaxea. And yet 
there is littie depth to the piece and when it is 
over the impression is rather that made bya 
clever entertainment than a powerful play. 
The comedy is not always bright from a liter- 
ary standpoint, some of the lines beiag post- 
tively silly, Susan particularly in the last act 
talking more as a precocious child would than 
a young lady of any breeding at all, but itis 
sustained by clever and amusing business and 
some really good lines. 

The handling of the production, its con- 
struction and its effects are ailfine.

The Tax Collector Shut Out.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 


Bill Prepared by the Exchange to Be 
Taken to Jefferson City. 

The Transportation Committee of the Mer- 

chants’ Exchange met Friday afternoon and 

Saturday to consider the question of railroad 


legislation. A bill bas been prepared 
which will probably be sent up 
to Jefferson City early this week 


in charge of some member of the committee. 
The first section of the bills repeal section 824 
of the Revised Statutes and enacts instead 
that no greater rate per ton per mile shall be 


charged by any railroad in the State than a 
certain rate to be named in the Dill. 
These rates have not been inserted 


yet but the committee are now considering the 
advisability of 141 the schedule adopted 
some time since by the State of Illinois. In ad- 
dition to these fixed maximum bauling 
charges there will be fixed terminal charges 
on different clhksses of frefght. 

Section two of the bill provides fora new 


section directing the ilroad Commis- 
sioners to make for each railroad in 
the State a scbedule of reasonable 


maximum charges for freightand passenger 
transportation between stations, and these 
schedules are to be prima facie evidence in 
any suitofthe reasonableness of the charges. 
Changes in schedules are to be published 
three successive weeks in some St. Louis 
daily paper. 
Section 8 makes the individual company or 
corporation attempting to overcharge forfeit 
all compensation for the service and subject 
to a fine of not less than $1,000 and not more 
than $5,000 and the injured party may recover 
five times amount of overcharge and attor- 
neys’ fees. 

ection 4 of the bill provides that when com- 
laint is made to the Railroad Commissioners 
hat any railroad in the State has violated any 
of the provisions of the article the Com- 
missioners shall we having power 
to adminisser oaths, and examine any rail- 
road man, shipper or any other persons, and 
having access to the books ot the railroad 
company, andif the facts warrant the Com- 
missioners are to prosecute the offender. 
Section 5 give the Commissioners authority 
to fix maximum rates between competing 
points for two or more roads. 
Section 6 es it the duty of the 
Commissioners to ascertain rates 
charged from common and terminal 
oints without the State to stations in this 
tate and from stations in this State to sta- 
tions without the State, and to make the rate 
between the terminal point in this State and 
the borderofthis State proportionate to the 
through rate.

BUILDING LEGISLATION, 


Mechanics Preparing Recommendations to 
the Legislature as to Protective Laws. 


In the convention of Missouri Architects, 
recently held in the city, a committee was 
appointed to advocate and draft a law 
to be presented to the Legislature 
to provide uniform rules for the 
measurement of earthwork, stoné-mason ry 
work, eto. Such a law already exists, having 
been passed by the last General Assembly on 


the recommendation ofthe Mechanics’ Ex- 
change of St. Louis, and was approved March 
. 1885. The Legislative Committee 
of the Exchange will recommend that 
the Exchange oppore any alteration of the 
rules laid down in that statute. The same 
committee will also recommend action by the 
Exchange looking to the securing of certain 
legislation for the protection of builders. 
One of the principal evils felt of 
late and for which there has been no 
adequate legislation is the limitation of labil 
ity to the man who builds a house on his wife’s 
land. The land is not now subject to the 
builder’s lien. As the builder does not always 


know that title to the property 
is the wife's, he sometimes awakens 
to the fact that he has given 


her a house. and has no legal means of recov- 
ering the labor, material and money expended 
in its erection. The Legislative Committee 
had asession this afternoon and received a 
number of communications. 


THE INDIANA WRANGdLE. 


Judge Ayers Decides Against Robertson and 
Isaues an Injunction. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., January 17.—Jadge 
Ayers, of the Civil Circult Court, this morning 
gave his decision in the proceedings against 
Lieut.-Gov.

considerale—200,000 fox, a like number of 
hare and 1,500 bear skins, etc. The cost 
of transport from Irbit to St. Petersburg 
is high,and varies from 4to12 roubles 
the pood. 

The purchases at the fair for the capital 
amount to 500,000 roubles every winter. 
All these furs are deposited in a rough 
state at the Gostinnoi-Dvor; they are there 
cut, cleansed and divided into five cate- 
gories, each according to quality. A mul- 
titude of women are employed in ä 
the small pieces together. For a pelisse o 
zibeline from forty to eighty of the little 
animals are generally requlred, but a pe- 
lisse composed only of the paws takes 
pieces to make it. The price of a garment 
of this precious fur varies between 300 and 
7,000 roubles—i. e., between £30 and £700. 
Large quantities of fur pass through St. 
Petersburg on their way to foreign marts, 
especially to the Fair at Leipsic. 


No Thanks for Chantilly.

HIGH RUNS. 


PROPER SYSTEM OF THEIR CALCULATION 
UNDER THE RULES OF A HANDICAP. 


Ed Cerrigan’s Opinion of Freeland, the “old 
Cripple” — Successor of Editor Aaron — 
Sporting Gossip of All Sorts—Chat of the 
Diamond.

A nice point has arisen in the matter 
of highest runs and the proper method 
of their calculation. The desideratum 
is the maintenance of uniform propor- 
tion between the allowances and 
the actual number of pointe made.

ST. LOUIS & CENTRAL MISSOURI R. B. 


The New Company Formed by the Consoli- 
dation of Two Railway Enterprises. 


J. H. Waugh of Columbia, Mo., the pro- 
moter of the St. Louis & Kansas City Short 
Line, is in the city, having returned from New 
York, where he attended a meeting of the 
principal Directors of the Short Line with the 
gentiemen who control the Central Missouri 
Railroad. Both roads are prospective and 
neither company has as yet turned a shovelful 


of earth. Both are projected through what is 
nearly the same territory and both have been 
looking in the same quarter for aid. The 
Short Line was — idea, said Mr. Waugh. 
‘*I live at Columbia and there we habe no east 
and west road. We are practically on a switch. 
When the North Missouri railroad was built 
we missed getting it to pass through our coun- 
ty because the counties on either side of us 
refused to subscribe to the construction. 
About three years ago I conceived the idea of 
securing an east and west road and later I took 
in with me Mr. F. B. Williams of Favette and 
Odin Guitar of Columbia, because my health 
became go and I had to go away. When 
I returned 1 found the scheme about collaps- 
ing and then began to work for the consolida- 
tion of my road with the Central Missouri. We 
had certain elements of strength in bridge 
charters, right of way and subscriptions which 
would be valuableto a consolidated company 
and the Central Missouri had other elements 
of strength in its charter for a bridge across 
the Mississippi at Alton and other rights. Our 
meeting in New Yurk virtually accomplished 
the consolidation, but the agreement made 
there will have to be ratified by the directors 
of the two companies who will meet here 
early in February. The consolidated com- 
pany will builda st. Louis road and will also 
take advantage of the Alton branch that the 
Central Missouri's charter makes possible. 
The decision in the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Colorado Railroad intervention in the Wabash 
receivership was a splendid thing for us, as it 
lets us into St. Louis over the Wabash tracks 
if we wish to come in that way. We 
shall not want to come that way 
ifthe bridgeis built atthe Chain of Rocks. 
The gentlemen who are seeking the charter 
for the Merchants’ Exchange are all friends of 
mine and friends of our road, and we have 
been working with them for that charter. I 
think, though, they made a mistake last win- 
ter in not insisting on their bill going through 
with that of the Central Missouri for the Alton 
bridge. Both would have been passed if a com- 
bination had been made. Ido not know whether 
they will de able to obtain a low bridge char- 
ternow. The report of the engineers sent 
out here by the Secretary of War is against 
them, and will be hard to overcome. I met 
Senator Vest in New York the other day and 
talked to him about the pill.
